Specifically the bill contains the 


following provisions: 


The treasury is given title to all the.' 


nation's monetary {.'old slocks, includ- 
ing $.1.500,000,000 held by the federal 
reserve banks. 


The president is authorized to re- 


value the dollar at 50 to 60 per cent of 
its present statutory gold equivalent. 
Coinage of gold is declared at an end. 
Tiie metal is to be held in bullion 
form in the treasury as backing for 
paper currency. 


The 52.000.00fl.00fl stabilization fund 


is created out of the increased value 
of the gold accruing as u result of de- 
valuation of the dollar. It is placed 
in the sole iharge of the secretary of 
the treasury and lie is given authority 
t oexpend it in virtually any transac- 
tions he may deem necessary for sta- 
bilizing the dollar abroad.

WASHINGTON.-(/P)-Upon the re- 


ply of Southern cotton growers make 
to the query whether they want the 
government to control their production 
may depend the Roosevelt administra- 
tion's future course toward both farm 
and industry. 


Although 
compulsory 
production 


control has been used both in farm 
administration marketing agreements 
and in NRA codes, its application has 
been limited and in co-operation with 
the producers involved. 


Tho presidential endorsement of the 


idea of specific legislation to curtail 
the cotton crop—if the voluntary re- 
duction program fails—is a new de- 
parture from the methods employed 
at the Farm Administration .heretofore 
and officials realize its potcntialtics 
well. 
, 


Would Make Road Easier 


Theoretically, the task of adjusting 


farm production to demand would be 
simplified 
if 
Die government were 


given power to tell the growers how 
much they could raise. It would elim- 
natc the necessity for strenuous cam- 
paigns for processing taxes and bene- 
fit payments rapidly approaching the 
$1,000,000,000 mark.

Carried over into the

field, it would point toward plant and 
output supervision there, 
and 
the 


rounded economic system envisioned 
by some that is if compulsion worked. 
Otherwise, officials fear, it might give 
far more trouble than prohibition. 


President Roosevelt did not reveal 


his fundamental views on the subject 
in his tacit endorsement of the Bank- 
head bill, which proposes to limit cot- 
ton production to 9,000,000 through a 
system of licenses or taxes. Some felt 
he would favor such a program only 
until the present emergency passed. 


Difficulties In Path 


The Bankhead bill, however, has a 


rough road ahead, despite the White 
House attitude. For one thing, it may 
ba difficult to draft a measure which 
can be applied. 
Then, too, the Farm 


Administration would be unwilling to 
accept it if the measure were made 
mandatory, or threatened success of 
the voluntary campaign now well un- 
der way. Opposition in Congress may 
develop also once the measure . gets 
out of committee. 


Throughout the eight months his- 


tory of the Farm Administration, the 
entire program has been based on vol- , 
untary control of crop production with ' 
county groups of farmers administer- 
ing the work or carrying out contracts 
made by themselves with the secretary 
of agriculture. 


Thus far, producers have been free 


to participate or stay out of the pro- 
crarn. although offers of rental and 
benefit payments, profits on cotton 
options, and cotton and corn 
loans 


were made attractive enough that the 
majority cound it profitable to sign 
production control contracts. 


But the administration officials de- 


clare, some individuals in each com- 
munity who have not signed may 
threaten success of the cotton and 
other programs in their efforts to stim- 
ulate production through acreage ex- 
pansion, use of fertilizers, and inten- 
sive cultivation. 


In view of this, officials declared 


they felt certain response to the ques- 
tionnaire would favero instituting the 
compulsory plan. 


Secretary Wallace has' opposed the 


idea of compulsory control but declar- 
ed recently that if farmers express 
(heir desire for government restriction 
he will co-operate in efforts to bring 
it about.

"These air markers have been a val- 


uable aid to air travelers for several 
years, but many of them have been 
allowed to fade and deteriorate; many 
have disappeared entirely, from one 
cause of another. These markers cost 
the various communties good hard 
cash. Now. through the CWA. these 
signs can be replaced and additional 
ones can be constructed at no cost to 
the communities.

commander of the Aanerican Legion 
for Arkansas, has written every post 
of the Legion in the state requesting 
that it sponsor the air marking pro- 
gram in that community.

U. S.-British Pact 


Likely on Money 


America Matches English 


Equalization Fund for 
Foreign Trade Battle 


WASHINGTON,—Negotiations are to 


be opened with tha British govern- 
ment, looking toward a modified sta- 
biliation of the ponnd and dollar, as 
soon as the .Roosevelt gold bill be- 
comes law, probably next Tuesday. 


This was learned Sunday along with 


convincing denials from a high ad- 
ministrative source that any, monetary 
agrements, formal or informal, direct 
c,r indirect, have been made with Eng- 
land up to tho present time. 
• The attitude of President Roosevelt, 
it is said, is that be first desires to 
have on his side'of the table as many 
''chips in the game of international fi- 
nance as England has. 


That he will have as many chips is 


evident. When he signs the gold bill 
lie and his secretary of the Treasury, 
Mr. Morfenthau, will set up a $2,000,- 
000.000 oqualiation fund, and by toy- 
ing with these two billions, will have 
the force to send American currencies 
up or down in the money pools of the 
world. It is a force well matched 
with the cqualiation fund of the Bank 
of England. 


But also piled up bsfore the presi- 


dent's side of the table will be other 
stakes. He will hold America's trade 
to pilch in if the game goes as he 
thinks it should. He may throw in a' 
proposal to re-settle the war debts 
Jiroblem with England. 


The purpose of tho 
president 
in 


opening negotiations with Great Brit- 
ain is to reach agreements on mutual 
problems now badly unsettled. If he 
can come to such agreements, the 
president is said to feel that the way 
'Will be opened for a great revival of 
trade between the United State and- 
Britain, in which other nations might 
well join or be lost in the shuffle. 


One of the European state which 


may get lost is France, still clinging 
to the gold standard. If England and 
the United States achieve the agree- 
ment hoped for by President Roose- 
'velt, it would mean 
that 
England 


would desert its present sustained par- 
ity with the franc, and international 
monetary experts assert that this could 
:only result in forcing France off gold. 
Some experts believe it would be to 
:world advantage, and even to France's 
,for that to hapupen, but the French 
dp not think so. At any rate, it is 
/known that President Roosevelt has 
not hesitated in his program because 
of the impending fate of the franc. 
')$e .is said to.,J>ave weighed, against 
France that nation's 
deliberate de- 


faults in payents due the Unted States 
on the war debts. 


Mr. Roosevelt desires to stabilize the 


dollar, in a semi-permanent fashion, 
between 50 and 60 cents, as compared 
to its gold value, and it is expected 
his first move, to be taken in tho com- 
inp week, will be devaluation of the 
dollar to its first pegged point, prob- 
ably at GO cents.

How to Avoid Common Errors 


The period for the/filing of in- 


come-tax returns covering the cal- 
endar year 1933 begins 
January 1 


and ends at midnight 
of March 15. 


Wrthln this period are filed annually 
millions of individual income-tax ie-t. 
turns, a large proportion of which re- 
port income subject to the tax. The 
latter contain 
a 
considerable per- 


centage of errors, which if uncor- 
rected by the audit would result to 
the disadvantage of 
the 
taxpayer. 


Many are errors of computation eas- 
ily discovered on the face of the re- 
turn, which usually is accompanied 
by a payment of more 
than the 


amount of tax due. In other returns 
it is readily discernible that the tax- 
payer ,has; failed to. take advantages of 
thei personal exemption, credit allow- 
ed for dependents, or deductions from 
gross income to which he is entitled. 


To avoid these and other errors, 


the Bureau of Internal Revenue urges 
careful reading of the instructions on 
the forms for filing the returns. Ad- 
ditional information, if needed, may 
be obtained at the office of a col' 
lector of internal revenue, deputy col- 
lector, or an internal revenue agent 
in, charge. Also, as a further 
aid in 


the preparation of a correct income- 
tax return for 
the
